der and that & mesd of pratse will be

il rewarded to all who promptly came to
the front at that tlme when the fate of
the government seemed (o be trem-
hitng in the balince, If it had n
mecessary to saorifice the whole prin-
cipal of that loan tp maintain the pub-
Jic credit instead of a part of the mad-
&5t {tem of premium the money would
have beert wall invested.”

Mr. Orr sald congress should unedqui-
wvoeally declare that every (inanclal ob-
Yigation of the Unlted States will be
padd Inogold or silver coln at the option
of the holdsr and that the secretary of
the treasury is glven every power to
carry into effect the spirit and meaning
of thiz declaration. 8tich action, he as-
eerted, would dispel every doubt as to
the integrity of our purpose, restore
our credit to its normal condition. My,
Orr concluded with an appeal for funds
to aid the sufferers in Armenia.

President -Opr's spesch was recelved
with Joud echesering. Then he Intro-
duced Hon. John G, Carlisle, secretary
of the treasury, who spoke on “Our
Currenocy Question.”

Mr. Carlisle in part sald: While
scarcely anyone now gariously doubts
the disposition amd ability of ths gov-
ernment to malntain its own credlt at
fthe highest standard and to preserve
the integrity of all the forms of cur-
reney In clréutation, in the existing
glate of our legislation the task is both
difficult and expensive, Interest bear-
ing bonds to the amount of $162,1215,400
have been ifsued o procure gold for
the redempulon of United Stales notes
and treasury notes and the obligations
of the government on account of the
motes stlll remain the same as at the
beginning. The notes are rideemed,
but they are uwnpuld. If the polley of
gedemption and relgsue 18 contlnued the
interest- bearing debr will be greatly
increased, while the non-interest-bear-
ing debt will not be in the least dim-
inighed.

The fundamental tice 1 our currency
gvetem is the legal tender note, rédesm-
able in coin by the government and
re-igsueable under the law. This threat-
ens the stabllty of the whole volume
of our currency and has caused Im-
mense losses by fluetuations. It was
mever conlemplated that the govern-
gnent should conwvert itzelf into a bank
ol Issue. The circulation of legal ten-
tdar notes and treasury notes has a
tendency to drive out of use and out
of the country the wvery coin In which
the government g compelled to redeem
them and it has expelled millions from
our borders. No other government is
gequired o supply gold from lts treas=-
ury to discharee the private obliga-
tione of itz oltizens and no governtnant
cught to required o do so. The
fact that (he government le requirad to
borrow money s an injury io lts credit
and the cradit of its people, but the
injury resulting from thie cause is in-
slgnificant In comparison wih :!1--
that wounld follow an abandonment of
the reserve while the notés are :ul— ant 1.
ang; far all our currency would thus be
weduced to the siiver standard.

“Allow me to say a word in an-
swer 10 a very distingulshed corrvespon-
dent, if I may term him so, who has

“My correspondent Is no less a per-
sonage than the sullan of Turkey!
(Loud cheering.)

“1 feel that there Is profound Impro-
priety in thrusting any diplomatie de-
tails on your attention, and T hope you
bielleve that nothing would have induc-
od me to produce on this occas=lon th
algust message [ shall read, except th
dlstinet commands of the person f(rom
whom [t proceedad.”

Lord Salisbury then referred to the
speech he dellvered at Gluldhall on the
oceasion of the banquet given by the
new lord mayor of London on Novim-
bre 9, and added:

“His majesty bag been pleasad to eend
me a4 meszage to say that he has been
very much peained to p2ad the report
of that speech, and the expression of
the opinlon with promised reforms n
Turkey would not be executed. His
majesty desires It to be known that he
Is carrying out these reforms declded
upon by him. He le desirous of execut-
ing them at the earliest possible mo-
ment and has & repeatedly instructed
his minlsters. His mafesty continues:

‘The only reason why Lord Salishury
should thus throw doubts on my good

intentions must be the Intrigues of cer- |

tain persona here or false statemen's
made to causs such an apinion.’

After intermedlate
majesty savs:

‘T ropeat that I will exeonte the pe-
formsa, I will take the paper contain-
Ing them, place it before me and ses
that every artiele = put in fores.

MASSACRE AND KIOT,

One Thousand Young Men Ware Slain by
the Tarks—A Letter ¥From a Young Man
Stutes That He Was Tuken From His Ooll
Foar Times n Day and Beaten,
Worcester, Mass., Nov. 18, —Worcesten

Armenlans to-day recelved a letter writs

ten November 4 In the prison of Cone

stantinople by Diradoor Hamparsoun,

a young man, who left that city two

months ago to return to his native

place, Harpoot, under orders frem his
physiclan,

The letter describes the acenes in
Constantinople on September 5 when
the massacre and riot took place, The
Turks rushed Into the prison crying
for Mohammed and the religlon; “kild
him" and with clubs and knlves cuti
down and beat to death a oumber of
young men and a woman and child,
He says there were 1,000 young men
under twenty-five years slain. Of spe-
clal Interest to American Armenians {8’
the following:

“I was taken from my cell four times
a4 day and beaten and cruelly treated.
I was asked to give information con-
cerning any secret sochetles. Naziml
Pasha, commissloner of police of Cone
stantinople, questioned me persondlly ag
follows:

“How many members are there inl
the society to which you belong? How
many menmbers has the soclety in Wor-
cester? Wiho are thé leading Armenw
fans in Worcester in national revelus
tlonary aftairs?" \ d

Hamparsoun refused to glve any ins
formation. A day or two later he sucs
ceeded In telling his story to the min-
ister or consul who visited the prison
and he promisged to get him oul Al
soon as the ¢consul left the Turks hun- ]
ried him from the prison and put him o
board a steamer for home.
